Hope  for  Decrease 
In  Ski  Injuries 


The  “crutch”  season  is  here. 
Will  one  out  of  every  four 
ski  enthusiasts  visit  the  health 
center  again  this  year? 


For  last  year’s  three  month 
period  of  January,  February,  and 
March,  47  ski  injuries  were  re- 
ported to  the  health  center  from 
the  skiing  classes.  This  wa 
ratio  of  one  out  of  every  four 
who  were  taking  the  classes. 


A total  of  91  ski  injuries  were 
treated  by  the  health  center  of 
which  44  were  not  connected 
with  Brigham  Young  University 
classes.  A one-to-four  injury  rate 
also  accompanied  students  not 
taking  skiing  classes,  according 
to  records. 


The  injury  count  is  beginning 
to  mount  for  this  season  reported 
Dr.  Ariel  L.  Williams,  health 
center  director.
